Wrerches decently ſtood a far off, (ver. 12.) The Foulnels 
of their Diſtemper was to ſeparate and ſeclude them 
from the ſounder Parts of ks le was call d the 

F very

very Plague of Leproſie. So that by the Jewiſh Law, 
the Leper was to have no Communication with other 
People: but Lew. xiii. 45. He was to have his Cloaths 
rent, and his Head ſhav d, and a Covering on his Face, 
and the Prieſt was to pronounce him Unclean, unclean : 
Confin'd to a Cell by himſelf, and in time of War, to 
abide without the Camp. It is ſupposgd, that for this 
Reaſon, we find Fob upon the Dungbil, and Lazarus 
lying at an outward Gate. | 
Now while Ten together of theſe noiſome Creatures 
did appear, they Thos needs make a miſerable, and a- 
bominable Spectacle, enough to raiſe an Averſion to | 
em, an Abhorrence of em. But our Bleſſed Saviour | 
coming to bear our Infirmities, had a Compaſſion, ' 
and an infinite Condeſcenſion toward the worſt of 
em. Ile did not ſeem offended with the deplorable | 
Sight: He would not, like the Jewiſh Prieſt and Le- 
vite, paſs by on the other ſide; but He looked on them, 
He pitied em, He reliev dem: e bid them go, and 
as they went, they were cleanſed. _-/ |. TE IS 
Hence we ſhould learn to be tender and compaſſi- 
onate to the Sick and Wounded, and to ſhew Care 
and Compaſſion to the very Infected. Not to withdraw 
our Hearts, and utterly forſake them as abject Crea- 
tutes: But to be ready to ſtep or ſend into their Aſſ- 
ſtance, and to contribute ſome way or other to their 
Eaſe and Relief. =, ] 
Eſpecially, we ſhould have Bowels of Tenderneſs 
and Kindneſs toward thoſe who have ſuffer'd any 
Loſs or Harm in the glorious. Defence of their Queen 
and Country. In their Cafe we ought all to think our 
ſelves commiſſioned to make Proviſion for them, to 
bind up their noble Wounds, and to pour in our Oy], 
our Help and Comfort, and all manner of Reſpect 
and Honour. And of thoſe who are falbn in any day 
of Battle, we ought to regard their diſconſolate Wi- 
dows, and to encourage their Children not to degene- 
rate, and to plant ſome of their own Lawrel: 2 their 
x raVcss, 
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Graves; I mean, by ſome or other decent Memorials, 
to make their Acts and their Names to flouciſh unto ſuc- 
ceeding Generations. 


II. The Second Thing to be conſider d in this Mira- 
cle, is our Saviour's way of Curing by a Word of Com- 
mand; He only bid them go, and in going they were 
* | LD 

While they implored jeſus to heal them, they might 
well expect that he ſhou'd have uſcd ſome ſenſible 
Ways, and Means for their Recovery. And fo, indced, 
in many other Inſtances of Reſtoring rhe Sick and 
the Impotent, He had Recourſe to ſome External 

eans: Once He made Clay of bu Spittle, and anointed 
the Eyes of the Blind Man with the Clay: At other times, 
He cur'd with the viſible Tokens of his touching, or 
lojing Hands upon them: Or elfe, he ſuffer'd them to 
touch but the Hem of his Garment, and as many as 
touch d were made whole. 

And, no doubt, our Saviour dealt thus in his Wiſ- 
dom, to inſtruct Mankind, that in the common Exi- 
encies of Infirmity, Pains and Sickneſs, He would 
ave them makeuſe of the ordinary Means of Health 


=» and Safety. Not to lye ſullen, and refuſing Comfort; 


much leſs, to truſt in Charms or Relicks, or other 
vain Imaginations ; but to apply to the belt Profeſſors 


of Judgment and Skill, hoping and praying, that God 


will bleſs the Uſe of their lawful Means. 

Vet here in the Text, as they in ſome other Caſes of 
miraculous Cure, our Lord would uſe no Preſcription 
no manner of ſenſible Application; leſt the Cloud 
ſhould hide the Sun; leſt the Interpoſal of a ſecond 


_ Cauſe ſhould take away the Glory of the firſt Mover 
aud immediate Worker, GOD. 

It: is much the fame in all Occurrences of Humane 
Life, and eſpecially of Pablick Affairs: A wonderful 


Power of God does oſten intervene, yet never to 


exclude the Care and Induſtry of Men. I lay, a . 
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| derful Power of GOD! For, though any ſingle Enter: 
prize boldly undertaken, and bravely accompliſh'd, 
might be imputed to Chance, or what the World calls 
Fortune; yet a continu'd Series of Succeſſes and Victo- 
ries, a long Chain of Glories, compact and uniform, | 
without any Breach, or the leaſt Flaw in it. This 
muſt be the Hand of GOD! This is the LOR D's | 
doing; maryellous in our Eyes: Look we upward and 
adore the Divine Might, Majeſty and Dominion ! | 
Yet we mult not preſume, that God will be work. 
ing daily Wonders for us: We muſt ſtill have Recourſe 
to the probable and moſt effectual Means of our Pre- 
ſervation and Succeſs. The Horſe muſt be prepared «- 
gainft the Day of Battle, tho Help cometh of the Lord. It 
was our Sayiour's own Queſtion : What King going to 
make War againſt another King, ſitteth not down firſt, and 
conſidereth whether be be able, with ten Thouſand, to meet bim 
that cometh againſt bim with twenty Thouſand? If not, a 
haſty Peace is preferable to an unguarded War. It 
— be an Impulſe of wild Enthuſiaſm to imagine, 
that we ſhall be fed with Miracles, if we neglect to 
make a Proviſion ſuitable to our great Occaſions. The 
Wiſdom of a Nation knoweth this, and cannot fail 
in what ſhall be ſufficient, with God's Bleſfing, for its own 
Safety, and Increaſe of Honour. Tee 


III. Let us, Thirdly, conſider the Faith and Obedi- 
ence of theſe Patients, in order to be healed : They |

They might have declin'd, or at leaſt, delay d the 
tedious Expedition. They might, however, ſtand to

What, will he neither touch 
us, nor approach toward us? Has he kept us at this 
\ Diſtance, and will he now fend us farther away? A 
Diſpatch to Feruſalem, and there to ſhew our ſelves 
unto 
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unto the Prieſts, when we 45 not appear before them: 
For to ſhew our ſelves unto the Priefts, is to ſuppoſe our 
ſelves already clean: And muſt we take our Cure for 
ranted, before we yet ſee any Siga or Token of it ? 
his is rather to fatigue us, and expoſe us, than any 
way to help us. 

They might have been thus gain-ſaying, and guard- 
ing themſelves againſt Conviction and Submiſſion. 
For ſo would our Sceptic: and modern Infidels have 
done. And indeed, it is more natural, in our corrupt 
State, to raiſe Objections, and to ſeek Evaſions, than 
it is to Aﬀent and Obey. Let the Matter be never fo 
plain, and the Authority moſt expreſs, yet to hold 


Arguments, and to frame Excuſes, is a part of our 


Original Weakneſs. 

But here the humble Lepers had no Diſtruſt, and 
diſputed not. An eminent Faith and Obedience! Our 
Saviour had not actually heal'd em, nor given em a- 
ny Promiſe; it was, at belt, but an Intimation, that 
he was inclin'd to do it. Yet, theſe Hopes could a- 
riſe into full Aſſurance, and Evidence of the thing 
not pa ſeen. They went as cheerfully as if they 
had been already healed, and therefore, according to 
their Faith, it was done unto them. | 

From hence we ſhould learn a more ſteadfaſt Re- 
liance on the good Providence of God; and eſpecially 
after a large Experience of his manifold Mercies to- 
wards us. When He hath dealt with us, as He hath 
not dealt with any other Nation, and made our Arms 
the Praiſe and Glory of the Earth, we have Cauſe to 
hope, that He will not leave us nor forſake us, till 
He hath finiſh'd the Work fo viſibly wrought in us. 
Unleſs: our National Sins and Provocations tile up to 
that height, as to ſeparate between us and our God. 
Alas 1 Prophaneneſs and Irreligion in the midſt of 
Mercies, are more heinous, and more exaſperating 
Sins: The extraordinary Favours af God do call for 
a more lively Faith, a more fervent. Devotion, a more 
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cheerful Obedience. Without Obedience, Faith and De- 
votion are but vain. Hhy call ye me Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things that I ſay ? In this Example, the Lepers 
did not only believe, and lift up their Voices, ſaying, 
Jeſus, Maſter, have Mercy. no an But they did likewiſe 
obſerve and do what he required at their Hands, 1 

IV. Let us, Fourt hly, con ſider the ingenuous and devout 
Return that was made by one of them; ver. 15, 16. 
One of them when be ſaw that be was healed, turned back, 
and with a loud Voice glorified God, and fell down on bu Face 
at the Feet of Jeſus, giving him Thanks. 

This honeſt Creature was ſo full of the wonderful 
Mercy: done unto him, that he had not Patience to 
purſue his joyful Journey, without ſtepping back and 
Raying a while to praiſe God, and to thank his Bene- 
actor. 

The other Nine had a Surprize upon 'em, that ſwal- 
low'd up all ſober Senſe of their Deliverance : So tran- 
ſported with the Cure, that they forgot to look back 
upon their Healer, or fo much as to caſt an Eye to- 
ward Heaven, carricd along in that Haſt and Hurry, 
which mightily obſtruct alt Thooghtzof Religion. But 
this one Man had a Preſence of Mind amidſt the great- 
eſt Raptures , and thought ſedately of Prayers and 
Praiſes under all his Amazement and Extaſies of Glad- 
neſs: His Soul was as it were upon the Wings of the 
Wind, yer he could command it to turn and pay De- 
votion unto God,. and due Acknowledgments to his 
Helper and Reſtorer, Chriſt Jeſus. 


This points out the right Method and Order of 
Thankſgiving. Firf, Our grateful Returns muſt be 
made unto Almighty God, the Prime Mover of all 
Events, the Fountain of Goodneſs and Joys : Next | 
to this, all ſuitable Thanks and Reſpects ſhpuld be 


given to God's great Inſtruments of -doing good. Up- 
on every ſignal Favour, we muſt keep to the Con- 
nexion of theſe Duties; - firſt to praiſe and glorifie 
God, then to honour and highly eſteem the FE

! whom God hath diſtinguiſh'd for the means of conꝰ 
' veying that Mercy to us. This Union of Praiſe and 
Gratitude muſt not be broken: To talk of praiſing 
| God, and yet to envy and detract from the noble 
' Inſtruments that God hath choſen ; this is to look 
towards Heaven with an evil Eye, and to offer unto 
God a Sacrifice that is lame and maimed. As on the 
other hand, to be caught up with ſuch Ad mirat ion 
of any glorious Inſtrument on Earth, as to forget 
and deſpiſe the Author in Heaven: This is Irre ligion, 
and a fort of prophane Idolatry; for this is to adore 
the Engine, and not regard the Workman. It js at 
leaſt to be gazing upon the Hand of a beautiful Dial, 
aud to think it moves of it ſelf without any Spring or 
Wheel within. 
HhHetter is the Example in the Text: Here the hum- 
ble and well-diſpoſed Man, firſt payeth his Duty unto 
God, v 15. turning back, with a loud voice, be plorified 
| God, Then, not till then, v.16. be fell down on ba face 
| at the feet of his Deliverer, giving him thanks. 


V. This brings us on tothe laſt Particular, our Savi- 
ourꝰs upbraiding the Ingratitude of the other Nine: Jeſas 
anſwering. ſaid, Were there not Ten cleanſed ? but where are the 
Nine ? There are not found that returned to give glory unto 
God, ſave this Stranger. | 

This one grateful Man is diſtinguiſh'd by the Name 
of a Samariten, v. 16. and here again by the Character 
of a Stranger: Which makes it probable, that the other 
Nine were Jews, Fellow-Brethren: This One excepted, 
an Alien from their Commonwealth of Iſrael. 

Now it was rather to be expected, that the Jews 
themſelves would have Hoſanna'd their own Mcſhah ; 
and the poor Samaritas might have been excuſed for Aa 
little more of Ignorance and Unbelief: But it ſeems 
| God is no Reſpecter of Perſons; and the Tribe who 


thought themſelves beloved of him, had the leaſt Senſe 
of Duty to him. | 
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' Bleffing or Deliverance from any Evil; yet ſoon after 
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However, this help'd to raiſe the Glory of the Mi- 
racle; that when the Fews themſelves would not ſee 


the Power of God, a very Stranger did behold it and 
adore it. So poſſibly, when by God's Help any won- 


derful Actions are performd by a GREAT MAN; 
if ſome of the Nation to which he belongeth could 


be content to diminiſh and detract from his Merits ; 


yet Foreigners and Strangers ſhall judge impartially, 


and give the due abundant Honour. It is the Infirmity 
of ſome People, ro drop the Glory of their Native 
Land, and leave it to be admir'd by Strangers, while 
they themſelves affect an Ignorance of the Worth and 
Value of it. 5 

But again, this one Stranger being accepted and 


commended by our Saviour, does ſuggeſt a Thought | 


or two of the late Royal Hoſpitality and Charity in 
receiving Strangers, and ſuffering many miſerable Exiles 
to find this Kingdom, as it uſed to be, a Refuge and 
Sanctuary to diſtreſſed Foreign Proteſtants, his is 
one Victory for the commaſtiſGauſe, one Triumph 
af Piety and Bounty: Such 


have been the Glory of the Reign of Queen Elixabeth; 
and who ſhall murmur, if God maketh this Reign even 
to exceed in that Glory | / 

But to look now on the Nine ungrateful Men, not 
without ſome Pity and Diſdain.Our Saviour might well 
ex ped, that as all the Lepers had an equal Share in the 
Benefit of the Cure; ſo they ſhould all have had an equal 
Senſe of the Obligation, and have been perfectly unani- 
mous in Praiſe and Thanks to God and Man. Yet alas of 
Ten who joyn'd in their Wiſhes and Praiſes for Help, 
there was bur One left in a Frame of Thankſgiving for 
it. All the others ran away with the Bleſſing, and for- 
got they had receiv'd it. And indeed, this is too much 
the Practice of the World; io be importunate for a 


otection and Support 
of the Afflicted Proteftants' abroad is well known to 
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It is obtain'd, then to enjoy the Benefit, and rudely 


deſpiſe the Benefactor. 


In all publick Mercies, every Subject has a Share in 


the Intereſt, tho? not in the Delight of them. Every 
one, that has but the leaſt Portion or Taſte of Liberty, 


Property, and Religion, does and muſt needs communi- 


cate in the Glorious Preſeryation and Enlargement of 


them. What a Shame, when One or Two only arc juſt 


and thankful, among a Number that ate inſenſible and 
unworthy ! How theſe Nine Lepers came to be ſo un- 


| grateful, is not here recorded; Whether they thought 
their preſent Turn to be ſervd, and they might now 
ſafely go their own Way? Or, whether they fate 
| down enjoying their Deliverance, and yer ſtill mur- 
muring againſt their great Deliverer? Or, whether 


they could not ſo well reliſh their Cure, becauſe a Sama- 
ritan was healed with them, and made Partaker of that 
Bleſſing, which they would have had peculiar to them- 
ſelves? Or, whether they cared not to joyn with that 


Stranger in any Addreſs of Thanks, and were the 


more averſe, becauſe they ſaw him ſo forward in it? 
Or, poſlibly they expected more than they had re- 
ceiy'd, Riches and Honour, as well as Health and 
Strength; and fo falling ſhorr'of their ſanguine Hopes, 


they were ſtill diſposd to ſomewhat of Diſcontent and 


Murmur. Or, perhaps they envy'd the Glory that 
would redound to the Worker of ſuch a mighty Deed, 
and were therefore willing to ſuppreſs it in Neglect 
and Silence. Or, probably their lngratitude was meet 
Prophaneneſs; Unihankful, becauſe Unholy. 2 

The Cauſe, whatever it might be, is not here men- 
tion'd. It is rather obſeryable, that the Man, who did 


cordially return Thanks, would not be ſevere in tre- 


flecting upon them who did not. He would not fully 

his own Joys by complaining of the Thing much to be 

lamented ; the unworthy logratitude of Others! 

Yer our Saviour thought fic to exert his Authority 

in rebuking and upbraiding this Sin, For indeed In- 
gratitude 
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bove all other Offences whatſoever. Our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour ſaid it with a deep Reſentment, Coſt not your Pearls 
before Swine, leſt they turn again and rend you. The un- 


grateful 1ſraelites were made aſham'd with the Example 


of more Ingenuity in the very Brutes, The Ox knowerb 
bs Owner, and the Aſi his Maſter's Crib ; but Iſrael doth not 
know, my People doth not conſider. There is a like Accent 
of Zeal and Holy Indignation in the Text, Were there 
not Ten cleanſed? but where are the Nine? There are not found 
$bat return d to give Glory unto God, ſave this Stranger. 

To conclude, What ſhall we now render unto God 
for all the Benefits that He hath done unto Us, as a 
People, and at this Time a great Nation? The Multi- 
tude of public Mercies! More certainly in Number 
and Weight, than his wiſe Providence ever thought 
fit to beſtow upon our Fore-Fathers in any one Reign, 
or any one Age. Every Year of this Auſpicious Reign 
has been diſtinguiſh'd by ſome eminent vat mw. 
and Honour obtain'd by our Arms. For tho in t 
Courſe of our ſucceſſive Campaigns, One has com- 
monly exceeded Another in Glory, yet no One has 
been inactive or inglorious to Us. It is this Train 
and conſtant Series of Victories and new Acquiſitions, 


that does by every Step demonſtrate the Conduct of 
our Generals, and the Courage of our Troops. Moſt 


of the Commanders in former Ages were content with 
the happy Action of a Day, for the Honour of their 
whole Lives: And too many by fame one Miſadven. 
ture have blotted out all their paſt Characters of 


Fame. But to gain Glory, and to ſupport it, and to 
raiſe it higher. To proceed in great Actions, to pur- 


fue greater, and always to proſper. For the ſame 
conſummate General to have made Eight continual 
Campaigns with unblemiſh'd and uninterrupted Ho- 
nour ; To have fought a long Lift of Battles, and be 


gratitude is the Meanneſs of Spirit, the Baſeneſs and 
poſtacy of Mind, that provoketh to lndignation a- 


in eyery One Victorious ; To have beſieg'd fo my 
| | OL 
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of the ſtrongeſt Towns, and not to fail in any One; 


To be as Happy in concerting the Counſels of every 


Campaign, as in finiſhing the Operations of it. Par- 


ticularly in the Courſe of this preſent Year, to dif- 


appoint the Artifices of the common Enemy, and not 


to ſuffer their infidious Overtures of Peace to obſtruct 
our early Preparations for the War. To carry on 


that neceſſary War with greater Vigour ; to attempt 
and take their ftrongeſt Hold ; ro march on and ſtorm 
their whole Army like another beſieg'd Place; to 
break through all the Oppoſitions of Art and Nature, 
and to prove our Victory, by a new Conqueſt of an- 
other moſt important Place. Nay, in the mean time, to 
lay as it were open, and vet ſecure; to deſpiſe, and in 
a manner defie their Pretenſions of Fighting; and fo 
to vanquiſh, if poſſible, their moſt inſuperable Vanity 
of Boaſtin ; This in ſhort, is a miraculous Bleſſing 
of God, for which they who bore the Fatigues and 
Dangers, and we who reap the Comforts of it, can 
never be enough Thankful and Joyful.

Things than we can well imagine. To intimate a little 
of our Experiences and our further Hopes, the conſtant 
Flowing of Succeſs in a Confederate War holdeth faſt 
the Bandsof Alliance, and maketh che Union not to 
be diſſolvd by Force or Fraud.
